Next in line comes George 
Cross keeper ‘“Rocky"’ Tach- 
iris, the most promising young 
keeper in the league. 

Tachiris relies a lot on his 
lightning quick reflexes. He’s 
not tall but very brave and was 
with Northcote until joining 
George Cross earlier this sea- 
son.

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About 41,500 fans packed 
the tiny Sarria Stadium here

More than a thousand fans were stran- 
ded outside, Judging from the 15,000 or so 
Italian fans at the game, many of whom 


just drove over for a few days, it would 


have been pretty easy to sell out the cav- 
ernous Nou Camp Stadium, about a 10- 
minute walk away across the great Ave- 
nida de Ladiagonal. 

The day before the Argentina-Italy 
game, about 5,000 fewer fans were scat- 
tered throughout that 105,000-seat stadium 
— said to be Europe’s largest —- to watch 
Poland play Belgium. 

Poland and Belgium are interesting 
teams and played an entertaining game. 
But these two teams just do not draw well 
outside of Warsaw and Brussels. So why 
not simply switch stadiums or play both 
games in Nou Camp, since there was noth- 
ing going on there anyway? 

Welcome to the world of FIFA and 
international soccer politics. 

FIFA, Known universally by its French 
acronym, has 140 member nations. 

Belgium, backed by the Soviet Union, 
which was in the same second-round 
group, refused to go along with FIFA pres- 
ident Joao Havelange’s idea to switch the 
stadiums the two Barcelona groups were 
playing in. 

Havelange reasoned, topically, that the 
group comprising Italy, Brazil (Havela- 
nge’s native country) and Argentina would 
sell many more tickets than the group 
with the Poles, Belgians and Soviets. 
Besides the fact that tens of thousands of 
Italians and Brazilians were here for the 
cup, Argentina’s young superstar Diego 
Maradona would be playing for FC Barce- 
lona next season, and there obviously was 
more than passing local interest in his per- 
formances. 

These second-round groups were pre-ar- 
ranged and concocted by men who rea- 
soned that Argentina would win its first- 
round group and end up in the Nou Camp 
group for the second round, 

They also reasoned that Italy would win 
its group and provide a fairly strong 
second draw in the Nou Camp section. The 
Belgians and the Poles spoiled that by fin- 
ishing ahead of the favorites, and the Bel- 
gians, already angered that England had 
been selected as one of the six pre-tourna- 
ment seeds ahead of them, fought back, 
sending its national soccer association 
chairman to FIFA headquarters in 
Geneva to argue the point. 

“If you look at it from a sporting point 
of view, you have to admit that Belgium 
had a right to be upset,’’ pointed out Bel- 
gian journalist Francois Colijn, who is not 
known as a yes-man for his country.

a special role within FIFA, and so ‘'so- 
meone came up with this propaganda 
stunt — why not make the five former 
World Champions andthe host country the 
six seeds?” 

That idea went over big with the Spa- 
nish tournament organisers, who inter- 
preted it as the five old World Cup winners 
plus the new one. As for Britain’s special 
FIFA role, it is interesting on another 
level, and also explains why the British 
have four separate FIFA members: Eng- 
land, Scotland, Northern Ireland and 
Wales — and all but Wales qualified for 
this year’s World Cup. 

FIFA is historically very sensitive 
about Britain's role, since in the 1920s, ‘30s 
and '40s it withdrew from the world body 
twice for a total of 24 years for political 
reasons and England didn’t even bother to 
join FIFA until 1905, when the inter- 
national group was well into its second 
year. 

The other three British countries waited 
until 1910. What gives the British their 
power within FIFA today is the continued 
strength of the autonomous but closely re- 
lated International Football Association 
Board, which has four members each 
from each of the four British FIFA 
‘*‘countries’’, and four from the rest of the 
world. 

Even for those years when Britain was 
out of FIFA, one form or another of this 
arrangement continued. The Board is im- 
portant because it controls the rules of the 
game, organises and runs international 
tournaments and regulates the movement 
of players between countries. 

So the Belgians didn’t have a prayer of 
being seeded ahead of England for the 
World Cup, despite their better perform- 
ance in recent years, and they weren't 
about to be inconvenienced by a last- 
minute stadium switch. 

Fortunately for them, the Soviets were 
just as stubborn about not switching, 
which brings up another interesting aspect 
of FIFA politics. 

Much like the International Olympic 
Committee and the United Nations — both 
of which, incidentally, have fewer 
members — FIFA is increasingly domi- 
nated by a Third World and Soviet Bloc 
majority. 

While the International Board makes 
decisions on rules and tournaments, the 
whole body votes on things such as mem- 
bership, how many teams will be in the 
World Cup, where it will take place, and so 
on 





In recent years, there has been much 
evidence of the increasing politicization of 
world soccer. Currently, South Africa is 
out of FIFA for political reasons and Chad 
is out because it cannot pay its dues. Tai- 
wan, after years of membership, is out 
and China is in after a move that was tied 
with another power play that saw Israel 
expelled from the FIFA-associated Asian 
Football Confederation. 

Since then, Israel has been shopping 
around for another regional confederation 
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Algerians wave Spanish bank 
notes, accusing West 
Germany and Austria of 
having pre-arranged their 1-0 
scoreline which put both of 
them into the second round 
at the expense of Algeria. 


to join, but so far it has been unsuccessful.

There are other ways in which politics 
affects the World Cup scene. Josef Huber 
of Vienna’s ‘Kurier’ newspaper described 
four instances where penalty kicks were 
either called or denied in questionable in- 
stances: ‘‘the referee carried hometown 
Spain into the second round, and kept two 
penalties from the Soviet Union so Brazil 
wouldn’t stumble in its first game.” 

The coach of Scotland’s eliminated 
team, Jock Stein, wondered about referee- 
ing assignments even before the tourna- 
ment started, worrying that the American 
referee assigned his first game with New 
Zealand might be short of international 
experience. Then questioning how neutral 
one could expect a Latin referee to be in 
Scotland’s match with Brazil and an east- 
ern European referee in its encounter with 
the Soviet Union. 

Since refereeing assignments are by 
nature so political, you might expect that 
the FIFA officials who make these assign- 
ments might study their history and politi- 
cal science a bit more closely. 

Surely the Austrians were surprised 
when for their second-round match with 
France, the referee was Hungarian and 
the two linesmen were a Czechoslovak and 
a Yugoslav — all three officials from 
countries that not all that long ago were 
part of the Austro-Hungarian empire. 

It would have been simple enough to 
assign Latin Americans or Third World of- 
ficials, but who is to say what consid- 
erations went into choosing that group? 

Finally, FIFA is important as the final 
arbiter of any disputes that arise, and one 
of the most heated ones revolved around 
the scandalous performance of passive 
soccer that West Germany and Austria 
put on during their first-round encounter. 


The Germans won, 1-0, ensuring both 
teams a place in the second round ahead of 
the popular Algerian team which defeated 
West Germany and Chile. The Algerians 
lodged a protest, demanding that both 
teams be fined and that they be placed in 
the second round.

It’s a financial 
flop for Spain 


The 1982 World Cup finals generated mil- 
lions of dollars — but left hosts Spain with a 


sense of loss. 


Half-empty stadiums, restaurants and hotels with inflated 
prices and few clients and the national team eliminated in the 
second round led some in the host country to call the tournament 
a financial and promotional failure. 

“In this sad World Cup, there were two clear winners and one 
ereat loser,’’ said the Madrid Daily Diario 16, ‘The winner is 
FIFA and the publicity company West Nally and the big loser is 
Spain."' 

The Cup organising committee, which for months before the 
tournament heralded a $9.8 million profit from tickets and three 
special national lotteries, admitted its aim was to break even. 

An estimated 1.5 billion people watched the matches on tele- 
vision and 10 companies, including Coca-Cola, Gillette and Seiko 
paid West Nally handsomely for billboards in the stadiums seen 
on television. 

From that revenue plus souvenirs and use by other companies 
of World Cup symbols, West Nally is reported to have made a 
profit of $19.6 million and FIFA expects about $3.92 million for 
itself. 

Gerardo Gonzalez, spokesman for Spain’s Secretary of State 
for Tourism, said his office never harboured any illusions about 
an immediate profit from the World Cup. 

“Tt was ridiculous to think we could stage an event of this kind 
and not spend money,’’ he said. ‘‘The benefits will be long-term. 
Spain was on the lips of hundreds of millions of people around the 
world for nearly a year. We are bound to benefit.” 

Deals requiring foreign fans to shell out up to nearly $4,900 each 


went unsold, ‘‘We may have over-priced our package deals,”’ a 


Mundiespana spokesman said. 


Italy breaks boredom barrier 


It is little wonder that 
European fans are staying 
away from soccer in dro- 
ves. Some of the second 
round matches played in 
the World Cup were abys- 
mal in terms of enter- 
tainment and this is the 
type of thing that is turn- 
ing away the fans. England 
versus West Germany, 
USSR versus Poland, and 
USSR versus Belgium are 
three examples. 


One would expect, and 
should get, far better perform- 
ances from teams such as 
these. They all have so-called 
‘world class’ players who are 
paid enormous salaries but, 
watching the games men- 
tioned made me wonder how 
some of them earn their 
ratings and salaries. Admit- 
tedly, it was extremely hot in 
Spain but these players are 
full-time profesionals in in 
peak condition and they should 
be able to perform. 

It was at times, embarras- 
sing to go to work and confront 
colleagues who are not soccer 
fans but who got up to watch 
some of the ‘Live’ matches. It 
is difficult to proclaim the 
virtues of the game when one 
sees games of such poor quali- 
ty. The ABC should be com- 
mended for bowing to public 
pressure to show more

matches ‘Live’, but I think 
they may have picked the 
wrong groups. Groups C and D 
provided far more interesting 
games. 

Some of the second round 
matches shown ‘Live’ had me 
doing something I thought I 
would never ever do. I actually 
ended up reading the morning 
paper and doing the crossword 
puzzles while the matches 
were in progress! 

At least I managed to solve 
the puzzles, which was more 
than some of the teams could 
do. They were simply unable 
to solve the puzzles con- 
fronting them on the field and 
presented us with dull spec- 
tacles indeed.

Those commentators who, 
prior to the World Cup, were 
bemoaning the fact that there 
were 24 finalists, including 
minnows such as Algeria, Hon- 
duras and New Zealand, must 
be eating their words. 


Apart from El Salvador’s 
opening debacle, all the minor 
nations acquitted themselves 
well and showed that they de- 
served to be in Spain. They at 
least tried to play football, 
which was more than can be 
said of some of the so-called 
‘established’ soccer countries.

Brazil — How can the 
best team fail to win the 
World Cup? 

In soccer competitions 
around the world it has 
become popular for teams to 
play one another on a home 
and away basis during the 
early rounds of major 
championships.

Reputations were won and lost in Spain 
over the four weeks of the World Cup. 


Diego Maradona and Zico provide the perfect example. 
They came to the World Cup like two gunslingers riding 
into town for a showdown — the title of the “greatest 
footballer on earth’’ at stake. 

The little Brazilian in the famous number 10 shirt was 
the man remaining on his feet at the end. 


He finished the tournament with four goals from five games to 
mo ap but, more importantly, his every touch was a joy to 

ehold. 

Maradona’s best remembered contribution will be the red card 
he received from a crude hack at Brazilian substitute Batista as 
the 1978 winners made their exit. 

The stocky Argentine gave fleeting glimpses of his undoubted 
talent but the Barcelona bank manager must have serious doubts 
about the club’s $7.55 million acquisition. 

Zico was not the only Brazilian star who shone brightly. [tallan 
exile Falcao, who has a left leg as delicate as an artist’s brush, 
seemed to come up with a little masterpiece every time he gained 
possession and it is obvious why he is so adored by the Roma fans. 

After Brazil, France probably was the most entertaining of the 
24 finalists and tiny midfielder Alain Giresse earned the accolade 
of ‘the player of the tournament’’ from former West German 
captain Franz Beckenbauer. 

Luis Guevara Mora, on the other hand, arrived and departed 
unannounced. The party was spoiled for the 20-year-old E] Salva- 
dor goalkeeper when Hungary rattled 10 goals past his despairing 
arms on his World Cup final debut. 

Mora, who was in danger of straining his back muscles, gained 
the dubious distinction of being the goalkeeper who has made the 
most visits to the back of his own net in the history of the 12 finals. 

Like Maradona, Wilfried Van Moer did not have a good World 
Cup. The 37-year-old Belgian midfielder found his legs simply 
could not carry out the instructions issued by his computer-like 
football brain in the exhausting Spanish heat. 

The balding veteran will not be around in 1986 but the World 
Cup will see few of his like again. 

Poland's Grzegorz Lato, with even less protection from the sun 
up top than Van Moer but five years younger, was not the flying 
winger of 1974 when he finished top scorer in West Germany. 

But he could stil] show a turn of pace when required and formed 
a formidable partnership with Zbigniew Bonier, who looked a 
player of genuine world class when he scored a memorable hat- 
trick in the 3-0 defeat of Belgium. 

Boniek, however, who will play for Juventus in the Italian 
league next season, missed the semi-final against Italy because 
he picked up two yellow cards along the World Cup road. 

Northern Ireland striker Gerry Armstrong, who in terms of 
sheer class does not share the same profession with the likes of 
Zico, was one of the heroes of the World Cup. 

Armstrong, who spent much of last seson on the substitute’s 
bench with promoted English second division side Watford, 
earned a host of admirers for his honest and never-say-die ap- 
proach. He also helped the Northern Irish to gain an unexpected 
place in the second phase with three splendid goals. 


Lakhdar Belloumi and Salah Assad left Algeria as unkowns out- 
side the continent but they put that right by scoring the goals 
which dumped mighty West Germany 2-1 in their opening match. 

It may not be long before Belloumi, African sportsman of the 
year, fulfils his dream of a move to a European club. 


As usual, goalkeepers were to the fore. Cameroon’s Thomas 
Nkono was voted number one after the first round but the Soviet 
Union’s Renat Dasayev was generally regarded as the best in the 
world. 

But it was England’s Peter Shilton who came away with the 
best record. After conceding a goal in the 24th minute of the open- 
ing game against France he kept clean sheets against 
Czechoslovakia, Kuwait, West Germany and Spain — a total of 
seven hours six minutes. 

The World Cup, and Italian football in particular, will forever 
be indebted to the avuncular Enzo Bearzot. 


After years of banging his head against the Italian defensive 
wall, Bearzot finally convinced his players that their glorious 
talent could make them successful and fun to watch. 

In the past, Italy has been as bieak as an English holiday resort 
during the rainy season. Under Bearzot, the sun finally came out. 


Paolo Rossi, too, played his part in the Italian renaissance. He 
completed a two-year suspension for his alleged role in the Italian 
betting scandal in April and showed the world just what it had 
been missing.

needed, says FIFA 


TOP officers of the Federation of International Football 
Associations (FIFA) have called for ‘‘more offensive play” 


and better stadium conditions to reverse 


attendance at soccer matches. 


In a report prepared for FIFA’s congress 
last Friday in Madrid, FIFA president Joao 
Havelange and general secretary Sepp Blatte 
also denounced ‘‘exorbitant’’ prices paid for 
some soccer players. 


“It has often been said that football is ex- 
periencing a crisis now, but this does not seem 
to be the case, fortunately, if football is con- 
sidered at the world level,’’ said the report, 
signed by Mr Havelange and Mr Blatter. 

But the document noted that since football 
is ‘'an integral part of our social structure, it 
is affected by economic recessions.” 


“By a stroke of luck, football has not yet 
suffered too much from this phenomenon,”’ it 
said. But it added that many individual clubs 
are in financial difficulty. 


It charged that many financial problems 
stem from “exorbitant prices paid for the 
transfer of certain players’’ that “only in- 
crease the financial burdens of clubs which 
are faced with another curse of our times: 
less spectators.”’ 

Within this context, it should be said that it 
is up to football to react to this disinterested 
attitude by offering the general public more 


ditie afd picaswy performances, in other 
words, more offensive play and more comfort 
in the stadia,” the report said. It also said that 
holding matches in winter hurts attendance. 

The first International Congress of Sports 
Law ended its proceedings with an appeal for 
world soccer’s governing body to adopt a uni- 
form disciplinary code. 

The two-day congress also decided to meet 
again next year in Mexico during the world 
youth soccer championships there. 

The session said a uniform code accepted by 
the Federation of International Football Asso- 
ciations (FIFA) would be *‘an opportunity and 
a convenience’ for the sport, in which rule 
violations are punished by a wide variety of 
sanctions in different countries. 

Several countries at the congress submitted 
detailed drafts of possible regulations, in- 
cluding stepped-up penalties for violence on 
the field. Mexico called for campaigns to im- 
prove player conduct and to convince fans that 
‘neither the player nor the referee is your 
enemy.”’

Our youth players in Victor- 
ia have to be exceptional 
before they are risked in our 
Philips League or State 
League teams. 

1 use the word "risked"’ on 
purpose because of the pres- 
sure our coaches work under 
to obtain results, which of 
course very often hampers the 
cause of development. 

Most of our best youths are 
hidden away in lower division 
teams and with respect to all 
concerned are generally not 
receiving the further educa- 
tion they now need. 

Very few clubs in Melbourne 
have the capacity to employ a 
specialist youth coach as there 
is no competition to help just- 
ify it.

Have any Victorian teams 
bothered to check on the pro- 
gress of this youngster, in fact 
do they know he exists? Do the 
Victorian teams know that a 
number of the Institute boys 
are not signed with clubs and 
obviously will be available on 
departure from the Institute. 


NSW clubs ure constantly 
viewing these boys and are 
well aware of their ability and 
progress. Victorian clubs 
would be well advised to set up 
a system of monitoring the 
progress of these talented 
youngsters. 


Provision must be made in 
Victoria for youngsters out- 
side of the Institute to play ina 
competitive environment 
suited to their needs, They 
must be nursed through that 
environment so they are pre- 
pared for the jump to their re- 
spective first teams. 

Ihe present climate of lift- 
ing players from lower Met- 
ropolitan League divisions to 
Philips League or State 
League is not good enough. 
The gap is too wide and I ven- 
ture to suggest that the pro- 
gress of those players in the 
lower leagues is not very well 
observed or monitored by the 
upper echelons of the coaching 
staff at the respective clubs. 


It is heartening to see 
youngsters like Chris Bekiaris 
and Claude Avian of Heidel- 
berg and Con Opasinas of Pre- 
Ston making Philips League 
debuts. 

Those youngsters have 
achieved this despite the 
above problems. Although, in 
the case of Opasinas, I doubt if 
a man-marking job twice in 
four days on Jim Campbell is a 
fair baptism. It could be 
argued that those particular 
experiences will do him good 
however I feel the youngster is 
a creative player and there are 
enough “‘old heads"’ at Preston 
who could have done the man- 
marking and released Opa- 
sinas for more creative purpo- 
ses.

Cooper, Astrand and 
Ozolin are well-known names 
to these coaches. 

To say that Brazil suffered 
in this World Cup from a lack 
of coaching not only is a gross 
oversimplification it also is 
false.

Darby quits as Tassie director 


Steve Darby, the Tas- 
manian director of coach- 
ing, has resigned after 
serving only 18 months of 
his three year term. 


‘For various reasons con- 
nected with soccer, I was find- 
ing it impossible to do the job 
in a manner which I felt it de- 
served, I felt it was best, 
therefore, to resign,’’ said 
Darby. 


“T couldn't condone or be a 
‘yes’ man to some of the things 
that were going on.”’ 


Darby first came to Tas- 
mania in 1980 as coach of State 
League side Devonport. As 


director of coaching, ne coach- 
ed the Tasmanian State of 
Origin team to three wins out 
of four games against the likes 
of the Victorian youth team 
and South Melbourne Hellas. 


This season, Darby has been 
playing with State League 
(South) team, South Hobart, 
while still performing his 
duties as State coaching 
director. 


He is uncertain of his future. 
“}’ve had one unofficial offer 
from a Tasmanian club, but 
this has nothing to do with my 
resignation. In fact, I would 
refuse any coaching offers 
from within Tasmania. I’d 
have to think about anything 


that came from the mainland, 
however.’’ 


Darby is disappointed that 
things came to a head in this 
way, especially since several 
of his ideas were coming to 
fruition, The formation of a 
‘State of origin’ team, work 
with trainee teachers in the 
physical education colleges, 
and a fitness program for 
State youth players are but 
three. 


Steve Darby is the second 
full-time director of coaching 
that Tasmania has had. The 
previous incumbent was Denis 
Ford.
